A I want to rereat now whet Isaid vory often, that it is oasior 
to run through a concrete wall your head than to change a plan of Hitler's. 


Q Some material leaders who were close to him were supposed to have

you had on him? 

A May I ask a question? You mean those high leaders, or —— who 
were close to him? 

Q Both? 

A There were without a doubt some high leaders who cam closer to 
him. They had some military advantages pout as Istated that several times 
they were only figures with whom the hand of Hitler played. As I have 
stated before, personally itwas impossible to change a plan of Hitler's, 
I tried anyhow to come close to him,in some cases to influence him, The 
main necessity for an establishment of oneself with the Fuehrer, it was 
necessary that one did not appear to him as a constant "no better," and a 
constant critic,and only concern himself with his own details. With the 
exception of some military matters which gave me certain additional chances 
to ask/ different matters, here are a few cases in which I protested, and 
he either carried out my protests, or eliminated what was nct accepted by 
him any more. Hitler wanted to carry out preentive measures against the 
Italian Army,and against the Italian war family,and when  Iheard of the 
thoughts of leaving Germany I opposed that very much, and did carry out a 
few, but a few just went to a disgrace. I was close again when the almost 
impossible job of bringing my divisions out of Italy succeeded. I also 
Opposed the evacuation of Rome,and thereby saved 100,000 people from untold 
misery. I also releaséd the Italian Division of Sd&thern Italy, and in 
Rome,and thereby made it possible for ten of thousands to return home, |
